Made For Governor 


Report Of Conditions 
Expected To Be Made 
Early Next Week 


Complying with several re- 
quests from this community, 
Acting Governor Charlie E. 
Johns this week send'a special 
representative from his office 
to investigate complaints and 
criticism registered against the 
operation of Belle Glade Mem- 
crial hospital. 

From time to time in the past 
complaints have been heard 
from patients, or the families 
of patients, about the lack of 
service and alleged prejudices 
existing at the local institution. 
‘This undercurrent was brought 
gut in the open several weeks 
ago when a patient was admitt- 
éd to the hospital and was kept 
waiting several hours with a 
plece of steel embedded in his 
eye because one certain doctor 
was not ayailable, it is said. The 
patient finally left the hospital 
and sought the services of an- 
other physician, which were 
readily obtained. 

As a result of the apparent 
indignation caused by this inci- 
dent several requests were made 
of the Governor to have the 
situation investigated, according 
to press dispatches from Talla- 
hassee. Governor Johns sent 
Special Investigator Chester S. 
Dishong to probe the complaints 
and look into the overall opera- | 
tion of the hospital. 

Mr. Dishong completed his 
investigation Wednesday and 
will make a report to the Gov- 
ernor early next week. Any j| 
action by the Governor will be 
taken after a thorough study of 
the report. : 
‘The investigator interviewed 
‘about 30 local people and at 
least one physician who form- 
erly practiced in Belle Glade.

Electric service in the Glades 
sre will be considerably im- 
proved by the new line since it 
will relieve the existing lines 
into the Lake section of respon- 
sibility of providing service to 
the west coast. 

The line permits FP&L to 
draw large blocks of power 
fom either East or West coast, 
‘and is designed to strengthen 
the entire FP&L system net- 
work. In fact, the line forms a 
‘backbone to tie the system to- 
gether at a higher voltage than 
heretofore, it was stated. 

‘The transmisison line, which 
follows a route lying south of 
‘State Road 80 at a distance 
varying from one to four miles, 
was constructed in two parts— 
from Clewiston to Ft. Myers, 
and from Clewiston east to 
Ranch substation, which was 
constructed approximately 10 
miles west of West Palm Beach.

Engineers of FP&L, according 
to Chase, stated that approxi- 
mately 1,1000 poles have been 
used to support the lines.

The 
equipment will protect other 
lines when a fault occurs by 
cutting out the faulty or dam- 
aged section of a particular 
line.
